The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Subsection (1) of section 20.73 and section 16.09 

of the statutes are amended to read : (20.73) (1) Except as ex-
pressly provided by law, the governor, secretary of state, state 
treasurer,, attorney-general, state superintendent, commissioner 
of insurance, state fire marshal, superintendent of public prop-
erty, railroad commission, dairy and food commissioner, super-
intendent of weights and measures, industrial commission, ad-
jutant general, state board of control, grain and warehouse com-
mission, civil service commission, tax commission, commissioners 
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of public lands, state conservation commission, supervisor of in-
spectors of illuminating oils, state treasury agent, commissioner 
of banking, printing board, free library commission, state chief 
engineer, commissioner of agriculture, board of public affairs, 
• * * geological and natural history survey, state board of 
health, state highway commission, state board of medical exam-
iners, state board of dental examiners, state board of pharmacy, 
Wisconsin real estate brokers board, state board of vocational 
education and state athletic commission are each authorized to 
appoint * * * such deputies, assistants, experts, clerks, 
stenographers, or other employes as shall be necessary for the ex-
ecution of their functions and to designate the titles, prescribe 
the duties, and fix the compensation of such subordinates, but 
these powers shall be exercised subject to the state civil service 
law unless the position filled by any such subordinate has been 
expressly exempted from the operation of chapter 16 and subject, 
also, to the approval of such other officer or body as may be pre-
scribed by law.
